|Small live oak trees have been ob- 
tained for use in improving the 
icity’s property on San Bernar- 
\dino road east of San Antonio 
Community hospital. 

While it will be some time be- 
fore the trees will be large enough 
to set out, announcement was 
|made today that the saplings were 
obtained from the state forestry 
department for the special pur- 
pose of improving the municipal 
property. The trees were obtain- 
ed without cost. They will be 
placed first in growing beds at the 
|city yards on Eighth avenue and 
set out later. 

City councilmen, other public 
|Officials and other persons have 
\from time to time pointed out the 
possibilities of improving the 
|property, which was obtained sev- 
eral years ago as a park site. V. 
\H. Wilson, councilman, recently 
;voiced the declaration that the 
| trees would be placed on the prop- 
lerty if at all possible. He and 
|City Manager Richard G. Manley 
inspected park property, trees and 
| public improvements in Santa Ana 
on Saturday. 

Additional trees may be obtain- 
ied later for setting out and fur- 
ther development of the property. 

“Probably the trees will be plac- 
jed first on the lower portion of 
| the property,” Mr. Manley said 
this morning.
